Paper and Air 


P resident Eisenhow er s program 
for g re a te r air traffic .safety, * 
com prehensive 
plan of necessity 
requiring gradual steps, is still a 
p ap er project rn a nation whose 
a irlin e s are saturated. 
M eantim e, the airlines and their 
pilots in cooperation have quietly 
begun to operate a new safety 
tem in the crowded triangle of air 
routes from Washington to New 
York 
to Chicago and thence to 
Washington. 
Above the level of 9,500 fe e t- a 
rone occupied by virtually all four 
engined plane.s of the more modern 
types—the pilots h ereafter will fly 
at all tim es by instrum ent flight 
rules. 
This m eans they 
will be 
under the constant guidance of gov­ 
ern m en t air traffic control centers. 
The object, of course, is to min­ 
imize the prospect of mid air col­ 
lisions on the pattern of lari yea r’s 
disastrous Grand Canyon mishap 
At that time, one plane was follow­ 
ing instrum ent flight rules but the 
other w as using so-called visual 
flight rules, and alternative conoid 
erably handicapped by the poor 
vision afforded in m ost of today s 
pilot cabins, 
This voluntary move toward air 
safety is a signal evidence of re 
sponsibility on the p a rt of the air 
lines and their pilots. 
Not only 
should it promote safer travel now, 
but it should encourage all advo­ 
cates of the 
P resid en t’s broad, 
long-range plan to press for its 
swift adoption.

Appropriations Committee, taking 
one of its last swings this year at 
federal spending, today chopped 16 
per cent from requested funds to 
finance this year’* military con­ 
struction and assorted minor gov­ 
ernment functions. 


President Eisenhower had asked 
for $1,860,748,967. 
The committee 
recommended to the House an ap­ 
propriation of $1,581,590,587, a cut 
of $279,158,280. 
The lion's share of the request, 
of the funds allowed, and of the 
cut were applied to Army, Navy 
and Air Force plans for continued 
work on a world wide system of 
defense bases. The committee call­ 
ed for g reater economies in this 
work and use of existing facile 
ties wherev er possible before new 
projects are started. 
Cuts recorded by the committee 
today, if sustained by the House. 
would bring to $4,322,014,309 total 
savings claimed by the House so 
far this y ear against budget re 
quests totalling $57,879,869,615. 
About all that is left to be con 
sidered are the annual foreign aid 
request, which can't be considered 


until the aid authorization bill is 
finally passed, and funds for the 
Atomic Energy Commission, also 
tied up pending congressional a c ­ 
tion on an authorizing bill. 


No doubt these request* will be 
cut too. 
However, the claimed savings in 
appropriations 
do n’t 
mean 
that 
government spending will be cut by 
anything like the sam e amount. At 
best, the administration now hopes 
to shave President Eisenhow er’* 
$71,800,000,000 spending plans for 
the fiscal y e a r —the record budget 
that set off the congressional econ 
o m y drive—by only about one bil­ 
lion dollars.

The 
comm ittee allowed $1,521,500,000, a 
cut of $243,200,000. 
The sum al­ 
lowed included $34,200,000, as re 
quested, to continue work on the 
ea rth satellite. 
Most of the rest of the bill was 
in supplemental funds to tide over 
various agencies which got their 
regular appropriations earlier.
